Miss 
Pierce to his hair-dressing and mani- 
curing establishment; that he called 
her ‘‘wife’’ and alluded to her as ‘‘my 
little wife,” and that he hugged her 
and kissed her.

The defense attorneys, led by Lon 
Hocker, made their fight on the fact 
that the witness was examined by At- 
torney J. M. Sutherland, who recently 
came into the case. Under the ques- 
tioning of Attorney Hocker, De Donato 
readily admitted that Sutherland was 
his legal adviser, but denied that Suth- 
erland was representing him in the suit 
or that he had a contingent interest or 
any other kind of interest in the out- 
come. 

Lawyer Not Friendly. 


He explained that he had been un- 
willing to testify at the first trial be- 
cause he was not on friendly terms 
with Attorney Joseph L. Wheless, at- 
torney for Miss Pierce, who: had been 
opposed to him in some litigation. He 
had expressed a willingness to testify 
at the second trial provided that some

Forman, Dan Sullivan and 
Jeff Daniels, and, after remaining in 
session until 6:25 p. m. the decision was 
reached that the five Citizens’ party 
aldermen should attend the Council 
meeting. , 

This did not mean that all obstruc- 
tionist tactics were to be abandoned, 
and, from the moment that Mayor Cook 
called the Council meeting to order, the 
insurgents battled »itterly to prevent 
the transaction of .wsiness.

ROME, April U.—Prof. Mat- 
teucci, in charge of the Obsery- 
atory at Mount Vesuvius, tele- 
graphed from there at 10 o'clock 
this morning at follows: 

‘The situation of myself and the 
carbineers in the Observatory was 
very grave throughout the night. 
Up to 8 o'clock this morning 
ie Observatory was envel- 
oped in dense showers of 
sand, but the voleano is now 
calmer. The seismic instruments 
show quieter records than yester- 
day. I shall remain here as long 
as possible. 

“If my words could influence 
the population they would be 
words of encouragement and sym- 
pathy, for I am most confident 
that Vesuvius will soon return to 
its normal ¢ondition.’”’ 


Prof. Matteucci is one of the 
greatest living authorities on vol- 
canic disturbances. He has been 
studying Vesuvius for years, and 
occasions his scien- 
has sent him to 


on several 
tific curiosity 
the hospital. 

Matteucei has gained ‘fame for 
his daring as well‘as for his con- 
tributions to science. Frequently 
he has remained at his post near 
Vesuvius’ crater when all others 
fied. 

On one occasion he was “‘snap- 
ping’’ the crater during a seismic 
disturbance, when a flying boul- 
der broke his arm. He was injured 
again shortly afterward by at- 
tempting to save his photograph- 
ic plates from destruction. He 
dropped them in his flight, returned 
to pick them up, and was. caught 
under a rain of stones. 

Matteucci has saved a number 
of lives during his occupancy of 
the observatory. Many venture- 
some tourists have been trapped 
between streams of lava and 
would have perished had it not 
been for Matteucci and his assis- 
tants. 
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burying the dead, and all this while 
partly suffocated by the ashes and cin- 
der-laden wind blowing from the vol-. 
cano. 

No danger has been too great for the 
troops to éncounter, and no fatigue too 
severe for them. In this work the sol- 
diers and others have been shown a 
worthy example by the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Aosta, who are praised on all 
sides.

Railroads Contend Proposed 35 
Per Cent Rate Cut Is 
Ruinous, 


John Kennish and Rush C. Lake, as- 
sistants to Attorney General Hadley, 
and James Hagerman, general] solicitor 
of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
road, conferred at the Planters Hotel 
Wednesday relative to the taking of 
testimony in the injunction suits insti- 
tuted in the Circuit Court at Kansas 
City by practically all the railroad com- 
panies of Missouri to restrain the Board 
of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners and the legal department of the 
State from enforcing the provisions of 
the maximum freight rate law, passed 
at the 1905 session of the Legislature, 


The law in question prescribes a 
maximum reduction on the heavier 
Classes of freight, such as flour, live- 
stock and agricultural implements, of 3 
per cent, and if upheld by the courts 
will mean an. estimated net saving two 
the shippers of Missouri of about §$2,- 
000,000 annually. 

The Kansas’ City Circuit Court re- 
cently appointed Judge Schofield of Ham- 
nibal to det as special commissioner in 
the case. Wednesday's conference is 
for the purpose of outlining the arrange- 
ments for the hearing of testimony. 

It is understoog the State will intro- 
duce a number of shippers as witnesses 
to show that freight rates in Missouri 
have not altered in a generation. 


Thirty Per Cent Rate Cut, 


W. H. Phelps, assistant general solici- 
tor of the Missouri Pacific and Iron 
Mountain Railroad companies, who is in 
St. Louis, said the new law which the 
Attorney-General and the railroad com- 
missioners desire to enforce will reduce 
freight rates 30 per cent on the average 
in Missouri 

‘The rates are made even lower under 
this statute,”’ said Col. Phelps, ‘than 
they were under the Nebraska law. The 
Nebraska enactment was declared un- 
constitutional by the Supreme Court of 
that State on the ground that it vield- 
ed no profit to the railroad companies 
and in fact that it did not provide a 
sufficient earning capacity for the rail- 
roads to pay fixed charges.’”’ 

The author of the Missouri freight law 
is J. C. McGrew of Lexington, Mo. He 
is the principal mine operator in the 
Lafayette County coal fields. For 2 
years he battled against the combined 
influence of the railroad companies to 
secure the enactment of a law that 
would equalize freight rates in his sec- 
tion of the State. The attention of oth- 
er shippers was directed to McGrew’'s 
campaign, with the result that the rail- 
road companies found themselves pow- 
erless to defeat the measure when it 
came up for consideration before the 
Genera] Assembly a year ago. 

Under the present schedule the rate 
for coal from Lexington to Kansas City 
is 65> cents a ton. The rate for the Rich 
Hill mines that produce a similar grade 
of coal is the same. Lexington is a few 
miles less than 80 miles from Kansas 
City, whereas Rich Hill is about 90 
miles. 

McGrew’'s law equalizes this rate on a 
mileage basis. 

On grain the present 
Louis to Jefferson City, 
about ten cents.

On livestock the law makes a uniform 
reduction amounting to ® a car.

This Epicurean logic does not appeal to 
me as sound or naving foundation In 
fact. It is true that Meat-eating peo- 
ples are, at present, the superior na- 
tions of the earth. As a rule Northern 
nations overlord those of Southern cli- 
mates, for cold make for enerey, 
heat for lassitude, rather than that beef 
makes for power, fruit and cereals tor 
wealness. 

On what meat did these Japanese feed 
that they have grown so great? I take 
it that the vodka-drinking, meat-de- 
vouring Russian should be the beau- 
ideal of the carnalists. What did they 
do before the rice eaters of Nippon? 

Samuel. Johnson. who hated the 
Scotch and the Connaught Ranges and 
he defined oats as a grain eaten by 
horses in England and by men in Scot- 
land. “And where’ was the happy re- 
joinder of a Scot, ‘‘will you find such 
horses and such men?’’ 

The, Black Watch, the Seots Grays, 
Scotch and the Connaught Ranger and 
the Inniskillings, Irish, are the moat 
famous fighting regiments in the Brit- 
ish Army.

Meat 
merely flavors vegetables. It is not 
necessary to qualify them.

1 lean rather to the 
severe cult of the _  Stoies. Grati- 
fying the appetites does not make 
for strong manhood. Self-denial is the 
greatest stimulator of mental, commer- 
cial and physical strength in the world. 
Government of the wish, the yearning 
and the impulse makes the man strong- 
er and better than he was before. 

Nothing can be worse than eating 
what you please unless it {s doing what 
you please. That is the worst thing in 
the world. Too many men are inclined 
to do that now without the impulse of

IN WASHINGTON 











Te a Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
ENATOR BLACKBURN tells a 
S story of the days when Riddle- 
berger was a Senator from Vir- 
ginia, which recalls the late Senator 
Harris of Tennessee. 

All these senators were then members 
of the committee on the District of 
Columbia, and there was a franchise 
bill of some kind ptnding, over which 
there was some contention. 

It was referred to a subcommittee, of 
which Riddleberger, Harris and another 
Senator were members. There were two 
reports, Riddleberger making the mi- 
nority report. The bill was referred to 
another sub-committee, Riddleberger 
being the man reappointed with two dif- 
ferent senators, and again he made a 
minority report. 

When the question came up as to 
what should be done with the bill Sen- 
ator Harris said, in his precise and em- 
phatic manner: 

“Mr. Chairman, I move that this bill 
be again referred to a sub-committee 
and that sub-committee shall consist of 
the Senator from Virginia. I make this 
suggestion in order to ascertain if the 
Senator from Virginia can agree with 
himself.’’ 

The House, sitting as the Board of 
Aldermen for the District of Columbia, 
had under consideration a bill prohibit- 
ing the employment of children under 
16 years of age. This was amended to 
apply to the Capitol as well as the Gov- 
ernment departments. 

“T think half of the children in this 
House should be under the guardianship 
of their parents,’’ declared Representa- 
tive Madden of Illinois in supporting 
the amendment. 

The oldest members looked around at 
the youthful faces of Representatives 
Lever of South Carolina, Wharton of 
Illinois and Sheppard of Texas and 
laughed. 

The law, if adopted by the Senate, 
will prevent the employment of pages 
who are under 16 years of age. The 
Senate has pages who are not much 
over 10 years of age.

the schemes come before the Senate and 
House district committees. 

“Some of the schemes they advance 
are wonders,’ said a Senator who serves 
on the District Committee. “I am in 
such a frame of mind now that if some- 
body would put in a resolution provid- 
ing that two and two shall make four 
in the District of Columbia I would 
wonder what the graft in it was.”
